Abbekerk Pauline De Kol, a grand- 
daughter of Tidy Abbekerk, is an- 
other of the good ones. She is a sis- 
ter to Madam Posch Pauline, the 
Champion milk producer of the world 
in a 5% months official test. Her dam 
carries about 50 per cent the same 
breeding as Helbon De Kol (31.54 Ib.), 
one of Canada’s first 30-lb. cows. Trix- 
ie Belle 2d, a 22-lb. cow, by a son of 
Sir Pietertje Posch, and from a dam 
with an unofficial record of over 100 
lb. milk in a day, is a candidate for 
high honors in a later test. The herds- 
man, a born cattleman, direct from the 
Isle of Guernsey, picks her as one of 
the best;prospects for a big record 
in the herd. An inspection of her 
figures in Record of Performance, 
bears out his selection, for in less 
than six months she has given, under 
ordinary dairy conditions, 10,000 Ib. 
milk and 475 Ib. butter.

A cow that had just freshened was 
Korndyke Pauline De Kol 2d, of ex- 
cellent conformation, carrying a beau- 
tiful udder. Her sire has 50 per cent 
the same breeding as Pontiac Korn- 
dyke, while her dam is a granddaugh- 
ter of Sir Pietertje Posch and Paul 
De Kol Jr., these sires being respect- 
ively sons of Alta Posch (27.08 lb at 
2% years) and Sadie Vale Concordia 
(30.64 lb.), both World’s Records when 
made. She had just dropped a nice 
heifer calf by a son of Rag Apple 
Korndyke. Mr. Hamilton now advises 
that she has completed a record of ov- 
er 24 Ib. 

One of the best groups of sisters in 
the herd consists of four Tensens, a 
family which is fast growing into 
prominence. It seems that the bull, 
Victor De Kol Gretquin, was owhed 
in an obscure herd, where no records 
were made, and little chance for real 
dairy development was given. Here 
he obtained to a mammoth size, and 
was finally slaughtered, a good string 
of his daughters and descendants, how- 
ever, being left behind. When a few 
of them began to drift out into other 
hands, the Canadian Champions Arde- 
lia De Kol Tensen and Daisy Tensen 
Posch, were brought forth, and the 
wonderful prize winner Belle Tensen.

The reference to peas is not intended 
to express their type at all, as they 
are not at all pudgy, but straight and 
deep bodied, being especially nice ov- 
er the hips.

as this, where a sire of obscure line- 
age exhibits such remarkable prepo- 
tency, that make us wonder what we 
know about the theory of breeding 
anyway, and if we are on the right 
track in running after high record 
backing. Of this fact, however, we 
are certain—if a lowering of the in- 
dividual standard is permitted, no 
matter how good the record backing, 
we are going in the wrong direction. 
From my inspection of the Hamilton 
Farm herd, where Canadian and Amer- 
ican bred animals stood side by side, 
and also from what others have told 
me, I am forced to the conclusion that 
our brothers across the border have 
been paying more attention to a uni- 
formity of type, combined with pro- 
duction, than has been the case among 
our own breeders. I believe, however, 
that the present tendency is in the 
right direction, and that more and 
more breeders are insisting on indi- 
viduality along with the rest. This 
fact, to me at least, is one of the most

Address of Abraham Lincoln Before the Wisconsin State 
Agricultural Society, at Milwaukee, Sept. 30, 1859 


EMBERS of the Agricultural So- 

ciety and Citizens of Wisconsin: 
Agricultural fairs are becoming an in- 
stitution of the country. They are use- 
ful in more ways than one. They bring 
us together, and thereby make us bet- 
ter acquainted and better friends than 
we otherwise would be. From the first 
appearance of man upon the earth 
down to very recent times, the words 
“stranger” and “enemy” were quite 
or almost synoymous. Long after 
civilized nations had defined robbery 
and murder as high crimes, and had 
affixed severe punishments to them, 
when practiced among and upon their 
own people respectively, it was 
deemed no offense, but even meritori- 
ous to rob and murder and enslave 
strangers, whether as nations or as 
individuals. Even yet, this has not 
totally disappeared. The man of the 
highest moral cultivation, in spite of 
all which abstract principle can do, 
likes him whom he does know much 
better than him whom he does not 
know. To correct the evils, great and 
small, which spring from want of 
sympathy and from positive enmity 
among strangers, as nations or as in- 
dividuals, is one of the highest func- 
tions of civilization. To this end our 
agricultural fairs contribute in no 
small degree. They render more 
pleasant, and more strong, and more 
durable the. bond of social and politi- 
cal union among us. Again, if, as 
Pope declares, “happiness is our be- 


ing’s end and aim,” our fairs contri- 


‘bute much to that end and aim, as oc- 


casions of recreation, as holidays. Con- 
stituted as man is, he has positive 
need of occasional recreation, and 
whatever can give him this associated 
with virtue and advantage, and free 
from vice and disadvantage, is a posi- 
tive good. Such recreation our fairs 
afford. They are a present pleasure, to 
be followed by no pain as a conse- 
quence; they. are a present pleasure, 








making the future more pleasant.

on agriculture. You have no reason 
to believe, and do not believe, that I 
possess it; if that were what you seek 
in this address, any one of your own 
number or class would be more able 
to furnish it. You, perhaps, do ex- 
pect me to give some general interest 
to the occasion, and to make some 
general suggestions on practical mat- 
ters. I shall attempt nothing more. 
And in such suggestions by me, quite 
likely very little will be new to you, 
and a large part of the rest will be 
possibly already known to be errone- 
ous. 

My first suggestion is an inquiry as 
to the effect of greater thoroughness 
in all the departments of agriculture 
than now prevails in the Northwest— 
perhaps I might say in America. To 
speak entirely within bounds, it is 
known that fifty bushels of wheat, or 
one hundred bushels of Indian corn, 
can be produced from an acre. Less 
than a year ago I saw it stated that 
a man, by extraordinary care and la- 
bor, had produced of wheat what was 
equal to two hundred bushels from an 
acre. But take fifty of wheat and one 
hundred of corn, to be the possibility, 
and compare it with the actual crops 
of the country. Many years ago I saw 
it stated, in a patent-office report, 
that eighteen bushels was the average 
crop throughout the United States; 
and this year an intelligent farmer of 
Illinois assured me that he did not 
believe the land harvested in that 
State this season had yielded more 
than an average of eight bushels to 
the acre; much was cut, and then 
abandoned as not worth threshing, 
and much was abandoned as not worth 
cutting. As to Indian corn, and in- 
deed, most other crops, the case has 


not been much better. For the last 
four years I do not believe the ground 
planted with corn in Illinois has pro- 
duced an average of twenty bushels to 
the acre. It is true that heretofore 
we have had better crops with no 
better cultivation, but I believe it is 
also true that the soil has never been 
pushed up to one-half of its capacity. 

What would be the effect upon the 
farming interest to push the soil up 
to something near its full capacity? 
Unquestionably it will take more la- 
bor to produce fifty bushels from an 
acre than it will to produce ten bush- 
els from the same acre; but will it 
take more labor to produce fifty bush- 
els from one acre than from five? Un- 
questionably thorough cultivation will 








require more labor to the acre; but 
will it require more to the bushel? 
it should require just as much to the 
bushel, there are some probable, ang 
several certain, advantages in favor of 
the thorough practice. It is probable, 
it would develop those unknown 
causes which of late years have cut 
down our crops below their former 
average. It is almost certain, I think, 
that by deeper plowing, analysis of 
the soils, experiments with manures 
and varieties of seeds, observance of 
seasons, and the like, these causes 
would be discovered and remedied. It 
is certain that thorough cultivation 
would spare half, or more than half, 
the cost of land, simply because the 
same produce would be got from half, 
or from less than half of the quantity 
of land. This proposition is self-evi- 
dent, and can be made no plainer by 
repetitions or illustrations. The cost 
of land is a great item, even in new 
countries, and it constantly grows 
greater and greater, in comparison 
with other items, as the country 
grows older. 

It also would spare the making and 
maintaining of inclosures for the same, 
whether these inclosures should be 
hedges, ditches or fences. This again 
is a heavy item—heavy at first, and 
heavy in its continual demand for re- 
pairs. I remember once being greatly 
astonished by an apparently authentic 
exhibition of the proportion the cost 
of an inclosure bears to all the other 
expenses of the farmer, though I can- 
not remember exactly what that pro- 
portion was. Any farmer, if he will, 
can ascertain it in his own case for 
himself.

fifty bushels of wheat ready for har- 
vest, standing upon a single acre, and 
it can be harvested in any of the 
known ways with less than half the 
labor which would be required if it 
were spread over five acres. This 
would be true if cut by the old hand- 
sickle; true, to a greater extent, if by 
the scythe and cradle; and to a still 
greater extent, if by the machines now 
in use. These machines are chiefly 
valuable as a means of substituting 
animal power for the power of men 
in this branch of farm-work. In the 
highest degree of perfection yet 
reached in applying the horsepower 
to harvesting, fully nine-tenths of the 
power is expended by the animal in 
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generally, and indeed of almost all 
farm-work. 

The effect of thorough cultivation 
upon the farmer’s own mind, and in 
reaction through his mind back upon 
his business, is perhaps quite equal 
to any other of its effects. Every man 
is proud of what he does well, and no 
man is proud of that he does not well. 
With the former his heart is in his 
work, and he will do twice as much 
of it with less fatigue; the latter he 
performs a little imperfectly, looks at 
it in disguest, turns from it and imag- 
ines himself exceedingly tired—the 
little he has done comes to nothing for 
want of finishing.

carrying himself and dragging the ma- 
chine over the field, leaving certainly 
not more than one-tenth to be applied 
directly to the only end of the opera- 
tion—the gathering in of the grain, 
and clipping of the straw. When grain 
is very thin on the ground, it is al- 
ways more or less intermingled with 
weeds, chess, and the like, and a large 
part of the power is expended in cut- 
ting these. It is plain that when the 
crop is very thick upon the ground, a 
larger proportion of the power is di- 
rectly applied to gathering in and cut 
ting it; and the smaller to that which 
is totally useless as an end. And 
what I have said of harvesting is true 
in a greater or less degree of mow

The man who produces a good full 
crop will scarcely ever let any part 
of it go to waste; he will keep up the 
inclosure about it, and allow neither 
man nor beast to trespass upon it; 
he will gather it in due season, and 
store it in perfect security. Thus he 
labors with satisfaction, and saves 
himself the whole fruit of his labor. 
The other, starting with no purpose 
for a full crop, labors less, and with 
less satisfaction, allows his fences to 
fall, and cattle to trespass, gathers 
not in due season, or not at all. Thus 
the labor he has performed, is wasted 
away, little by little, till in the end he 
derives scarcely anything from it. 

The ambition for broad acres leads 





energy. I scarcely ever knew a mam- 
moth farm to sustain itself, much less 
to return a profit upon the outlay. I 
have more than once known a man 
to spend a respectable fortune upon 
one, fail, and leave it, and then some 
man of modest aims get a small frac- 
tion of the ground, and make a good 
living upon it. Mammoth farms are 
like tools or weapons which are too 
heavy to be handled; erelong they are 
thrown aside at a great loss. 

The successful application of steam- 
power to farm-work is a desideratum 
—especially a steam-plow. It is not 
enough that a machine operated by 
steam will really plow. To be success-

ful, it must, all things considered, 
plow better than can be done with 
animal-power. It must do all the work 
as well, and cheaper; or more rapidly 
so as to get through more perfectly in 
season; or in some way afford an ad- 
vantage over plowing with animals, 
else it is no success. I have never 
seen a machine intended for a steam- 
plow. Much praise and admiration 
are bestowed upon some of them, and 
they may be, for aught I know already 
successful; but I have not perceived 
the demonstration of it. I have 
thought a good deal, in an abstract 
way, about a steam-plow. That one 
which shall be so contrived as to apply 
the larger proportion of its power to 
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ing, plowing, gathering in of crops to poor farming, even with men of 
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the cutting and turning the soil, and 
the smallest, to the moving itself ov- 
er the field, will be the best one. A 
very small stationary engine, would 
draw a large gang of plows through 
the ground from a short distance to 
itself; but when it is not stationary, 
but has to move along like a horse, 
dragging the plows -after it, it must 
have additional power to carry itself; 
and the difficulty grows by what is 
intended to overcome it; for what 
adds power also adds size and weight 
to the machine, thus increasing again 
the demand for power. Suppose you 
construct the machine so as to cut 
a succession of short furrows, say a 
rod in length, transversely to the 
course the machine is locomoting, 
something like the shuttle in weav- 
ing. In such case the*whole machine 
would move north only the width of a 
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road-locomotives have their regular 
wood and water station. But the 
steam-plow is less fortunate. It does 
not live upon the water, and if it be 
once at a water-station, it will work 
away from it, and when it gets away 
cannot return without leaving its 
work, at a great expense of its time 
and strength. It will-occur that a 
wagon-and-horse team might be em- 
ployed to supply it with fuel and wa- 
ter; but this, too, is expensive; and 
the question recurs, “Can the expense 
be borne?” When this is added to all 
other expenses, will not plowing cost 
more than in the old way? 

It is to be hoped that the steam- 
plow will be finally successful, and if 
it shall be, “thorough cultivation”— 
putting the soil to the top of its ca- 
pacity, producing the largest crop pos- 
sible from a given quantity of ground 














cultivated thought, as agriculture. I 
know nothing so pleasant to the mind 
as the discovery of anything that is at 
once new and valuable—nothing that 
so lightens and sweetens toil as the 
hopeful pursuit of such discovery. 
And how vast and how varied a field 
is agriculture for such discovery. The 
mind, already trained to thought in 
the country school, or higher school, 
cannot fail to find there an exhaust- 
less source of enjoyment. Every 
blade of grass is a study; and to pro- 
duce two where there was but one is 
both a profit and a pleasure. And not 
blade of grass is a study; and to pro- 
sons—hedges, ditches, and fences— 
draining, droughts, and. irrigation— 
plowing, hoeing, and harrowing—reap- 
ing, mowing, and threshing—saving 
crops, pests of crops, diseases of 
crops, and what will prevent or cure

furrow, while in length the furrow 
would be a rod from east to west. In 
such case a very large proportion of 
the power would be applied to the 
actual plowing. But in this, too, there 
would be. difficulty, which would be 
the getting of the plow into and out 
of the ground, at the end of all these 
short furrows. 

I believe, however, ingenious men 
will, if they, have not already, over- 
come the difficulty I have suggested. 
But there is still another about which 
I am less sanguine. It is the supply 
of fuel, and especially water, to make 
steam. Such supply is clearly practi- 
cable; but can the expense of it be 
borne? Steamboats live upon the wa- 
ter, and find their fuel at stated places. 
Steam-mills and other stationary 
steam-machinery have their station- 
ary supplies of fuel and water. Rail- 


—will be most favorable for it. Do- 
ing a large amount of work upon a 
small quantity of ground, it will be as 
nearly as possible stationary while 
working, and as free as possible from 
locomotion, thus expending its 
strength as much as possible up- 
on its work, and as little as possible 
in traveling. Our thanks, and some- 
thing more substantial than thanks, 
are due to every man engaged in the 
effort to produce a successful steam- 
plow. Even the unsuccessful will bring 
something to light which, in the hands 
of others, will contribute to the final 
success. I have not pointed out diffi- 
culties in order to discourage, but in 
order that, being seen, they may be 
the more readily overcome. 

No other human occupation opens 
so.wide a field for the profitable and 
agreeable combination of labor with 


them—implements, utensils, and ma- 
chines, their relative merits, and how 
to improve them—hogs, horses and 
cattle—sheep, goats, and poultry— 
trees, shrubs, fruits, plants, and flow- 
ers—the thousand things of which 
these are specimens—each a world of 
study within itself. 

In all this, book-learning is avail- 
able. A capacity and taste for read- 
ing gives access to whatever has al- 
ready been discovered by others. It : 
is the key, or one of the keys, to the 
already solved problems. And not on- 
ly so: it gives a relish and facility for 
successfully pursuing the unsolved 
ones. The rudiments of science are 
available, and highly available. Some 
knowledge of botany assists in deal- 
ing with the vegetable world—with 
all growing crops. Chemistry assists 
in the analysis of soils, selection and 








application of manures,and in numer- 
ous other ways. The mechanical 
branches of natural philosophy are 
ready help in almost everything, 
but especially in reference to imple- 
ments and machinery. 

The thought recurs that education— 
cultivated thought— can best be com- 
bined with agricultural labor, or any 
labor, on the principle of thorough 
work; that careless, half-performed, 
slovenly work makes no place for 
such combination; and _ thorough 
work, again, renders sufficient the 
smallest quantity of ground to .each 
man, and this, again, conforms to 
‘what must occur in a world less in- 
clined to wars and more devoted to 
the arts of peace than heretofore. 
Population must increase rapidly, more 
rapidly than in former times, and ere- 
long the most valuable of all arts. will 
be the art of deriving a comfortable 
subsistence from the smallest area of 
soil No community whose every 
member possesses this art, can ever 
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be the victim of oppression in any of 
its forms. Such community will be 
alike independent of crowned kings, 
money kings, and land kings. 

But, according to your programme, 
the awarding of premiums awaits the 
closing of this address. Considering 
the deep interest necessarily pertain- 
ing to that performance, it would be 
no wonder if I am already heard with 
some impatience. I will detain you 
but a moment longer. Some of you 
will be successful, and such will need 
but little philosophy to take them 
home in cheerful spirits; others will 
be disappointed, and will be in a less 
happy mood. To such let it be said, 
“Lay it not too much to heart.” Let 
them adopt the maxim, “Better luck 
next time,” and then by renewed exer- 
tion make that better luck for them- 
selves. 

And by the successful and unsuc- 
cessful let it be remembered that 
while. occasions like the present 
bring their sober and durable bene- 


fits, the exultations and mortifications 
of them are but temporary; that the 
victor will soon be vanquished if he 
relax in his exertion, and that the 
vanquished this year may be the victor 
the next, in spite of all competition. 
It is said an Eastern monarch once 
charged his wise men to invent him 
a sentence to be ever in view, and 
which should be true and appropriate 
in all times and situations. They pre- 
sented him the words, “And this, too, 
shall pass away.” How much it ex- 
presses! How chastening in the hour 
of pride! How consoling in the depths 
of affliction! “And this, too, shall pass 
away.” And yet, let us hope, it is not 
quite true. Let us hope, rather, that 
by the best cultivation of the physical 
world beneath and around us, and the 
intellectual and moral world within 
us, we shall secure an individual, so- 
cial and, political prosperity and hap- 
piness, whose course shall be onward 
and upward, and which, while the 
earth endures, shall not pass away. 


Comment on the Foot and 
Mouth Disease Situation 


By Irving M. Avery, Manager of Auray Farms. 


NOWING the attitude of the Hol- 

stein-Friesian World and a large 
number of regular World readers to- 
ward the recent wholesale slaughter 
of dairy animals in an effort to stamp 
out the present Foot and Mouth epi- 
demic, I have prepared this short ar- 
ticle feeling sure that I voice the 
sentiment of many World readers— 
in the state of New Jersey at least. 

A short time ago Dr. Whitfield 
Gray, of Newton, N. J., delivered an 
excellent address before the: Pomona 
Grange meeting, upon the Foot and 
Mouth Disease situation, a review of 
which I read with considerable pleas- 
ure and satisfaction.. I say pleasure 
because we too seldom have a public 
opinion or criticism from Dr. Gray and 
men of his caliber—satisfaction, be- 
cause his comment coincides with my 
own idea’ and it is always a source of 
gratification to anyone to have his ex- 
pressed opinion confirmed by an ex- 
perienced authority. I think the people 
of Sussex county unusually fortunate 
in being included in the Second In- 
spection District of New Jersey—the 
district of which Dr. cray has charge. 
No further evidence is required than 
the bare statement of fact that in his 
home cdunty not a single instance of 
the dread disease has so far manifest- 
ed itself. 

In a recent article for a leading 
paper relative to this same subject I 
made substantially the same claims as 
Dr. Gray regarding the contraction of 
Foot and Mouth Disease by human be- 


ings, the fallacy of the general and 
wholesale slaughter system, and the 
reluctance of many qualified persons 
to openly criticise the wasteful, wan- 
ton and unwarranted course of action 
taken by State and Government offi- 
cials in various sections of the coun- 
try, in slaughtering not only infected 
animals but also those suspected of 
infection and even those exposed in 
any way to infection. I concluded by 
expressing the sincere hope that the 








efforts of eminent pathologists, Dr. 
Hexner of the Rockefeller Institute 
and others now working on the di- 
sease, would soon be rewarded by the 
discovery of the hitherto unknown 
germ, its isolation, and the subsequent 
production of a serum with which to 
guard against the malady by means 
of preventive innoculation. 

Now in regard to the so called 
Foot and Mouth Disease itself—is it 
any more contagious, any more fatal

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or any more ruinous than was hog 
cholera, for instance? Would anyone 
today advocate the wholesale slaugh- 
ter of all hogs exposed in any way to 
cholera infection? And yet not so 
many years ago hog cholera was even 
@ more serious menace than the pres- 
ent widely advertised and much dis- 
cussed disease. Probably for every 
dollar lost through the latter hun- 
dreds have been sacrificed through the 
former. Did anyone ever suggest kill- 
ing off every infected hog in the coun- 
try and every one exposed in any way 
to infection? No. A serum was dili- 
gently sought and finally developed 
and placed on the market, by means 
of which hogs once innoculated were 
rendered immune to infection. 

And so let us hope it will be in a 
short time with the Foot and Mouth 
Disease. A preventive serum will be 
placed on the market and the present 
strenuous efforts of the authorities to 
ruthlessly slaughter some of the most 
valuable animals of the dairy world, 
animals whose worth as breeders and 
whose influence through their pro- 
geny upon their respective breeds is 
incaluculable, will appear as ridicu- 
lous as they are unjust and unwar- 
ranted. Certainly in exceptional in- 
stances the slaughtering system is un- 
doubtedly to be commended. The 
ancient axiom of “the greatest good 


for the greatest many” remains ever 


at hand and in force. A few should 
suffer that many be benefitted. Where 
the destruction of one particular ship- 
ment, or one particular herd, would 
save the spread of the disease over a 
large territory through distribution— 
amen. Kill, and kill without delay. 
But where the disease is widespread 
and well established it does not seem 
to me that the indiscriminate slaugh- 
ter of valuable animals at tremendous 
expense accomplishes the desired ob- 
ject in the most desirable way. 

Take the 700 head of practically 
priceless cattle on exhibition at the 
last National Dairy Show at Chicago, 
for example. All were infected, but 
owing to the excellence of the care 
received not a single animal, so far 
as I know, succumbed to the disease 
in question; and the majority are to- 
day, by all reports, apparently in just 
as good or even better condition than 
ever. Of course they should be quar- 
antined for observation — no true 
breeder has anything against the quar- 
antine regulations and I am sure that 
no true breeder would advocate the 
release of these cattle at present. But 
in all fairness would it have been good 
judgment to wantonly slaughter the 
very flower of dairy breeding—700 ani- 
mals whose value, not alone in dollars 
and cents but with respect to their in- 
finence as breeders upon the various 
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breeds, is inestimable—as the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at first wished to 
do? Would it have been right, or just, 
or fair to Mr. Haeger, (and the entire 
Holstein-Friesian community for that 
matter) for instance, to off hand 
slaughter Paul Calamo Korndyke, 
the two-time Grand Champion, on the 
snap judgment of over zealous and un- 
der scrupulous officials? 

While I do not pretend to profess 
any intimate or extended knowledge 
of the disease with reference to its 
ramifications or method of treatment, 
still I am thoroughly familiar with its 
symptoms and effects, and I think 
there is grave question as to the advis- 
ability of killing off thousands of val- 
uable animals on the first diagnosis. 
I know of no fatal cases from any 
outbreak in this country when the di- 
sease was taken in time and the in- 
fected animals properly handled, 
cared for and given every scientific 
chance of recovery. I know of no in- 
stance of such infected cattle, when 
properly handled and _ scientifically 
treated, becoming permanently im- 
paired or rendered useless by the 
malady. Certainly a case of diphthe- 
ria, scarlet fever or similar conta- 
gious disease among human beings 
calls for isolation, careful nursing and 
scientific care—one does not allow a 
patient suffering from such disease to 
shift for him or herself. Neither are 
such patients permitted to travel 
promiscuously about the country on 
railway trains, boats, or even on foot. 
And neither by the same token are 
they slaughtered! 

This is no new or wonderful or 
mysterious ailment, this Foot and 
Mouth Disease. There were, I be- 
lieve, outbreaks in this country in 
1870 and 1883. Again in Massachu- 
setts in 1902. And still later in 1908 
when the four states of New York, 
Penngylvania, Maryland and Michigan 
were under Federal Quarantine from 
November until February. The di- 
sease was kept under control and fi- 
nally wiped out completely. The pres- 
ent outbreak has reached far larger 
proportions than any of its predeces- 
sors, due to ignorance or lax methods 
of inspection, 13 states now being un- 
der Federal Quarantine; and I be- 
lieve the wretched publicity given the 
matter in the public press and in oth- 
er ways, by Federal and State authori- 
ties, anxious no doubt to make a show- 
ing, and willing perhaps to advertise 
the disease and incidentally them- 
selves, to be largely responsible for 
the widespread alarm, and in all prob- 
ability for the actual spread of the di- 
sease itself. 

All one needs do is turn to one of 
the public prints published at the time 
and look at a photograph of several 





-hundred persons witnessing at close 
range the slaughter and disposal of 
a condemned herd. The operators are 
encased in rubber and presumably 
saturated with formaldehyde, but 
what of the spectators? It may be a 
very fine thing to seek to educate the 
public, I don’t doubt it is, but not by 
catering to morbid curiosity and per- 
mitting public attendance at any such 
spectacle. Persons desirous of be- 
coming intimately familiar with the 
symptoms or physical appearance of 
any such contagious affliction had best 
secure the required information from 
books or by word of mouth, and not 
seek. through curious attendance at 
infectious obsequies (if you will al- 
low the term) to do their unheeding 
and thoughtless best to aid in the 
general dissemination of a dread di- 
sease. Would it seem in any way 
right or proper to place the body of a 
small-pox victim on exhibition in the 
public morgue or to hold a _ public 
autopsy on the remains of a yellow 
fever case? 

Thesymptoms and physical character- 
istics of the disease are too well and 
generally known by now to require spec- 
ial comment—with the effects many 
areas yet not so familiar, and at best 
it seems sort of an open question. 
However, I am free to say that I con- 
sider the statement issued from Wash- 
ington, D. C., under date of November 
9, 1914, and presumably authorized 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, one 
of the most exaggerated and mislead- 
ing public documents that I have ever 
read. It says in part: “The only meth- 
od of combatting the disease is to stop 
all movement of stock and materials 
which have been subjected in any 
way to infection, and to kill off with- 
out delay all herds in which the di- 
sease has gained any foothold what- 
ever.” And again in another part: 
“While the mortality is not high, the 
effects of the disease even upon ani- 
mals that recover are such as to make 
them practically useless. In the case 
of cows, they lose flesh rapidly, the 
milk dries up, and is made dangerous 
for human consumption, and in the 
case of breeding animals once infect- 
ed they become valueless.” Pretty 
sweeping—to me it sounds like a far 
better description of tuberculosis than 
of the fever known as Foot and Mouth 
Disease. I very much doubt that the 
veterinary authorities of the United 
States, as is claimed, agree to any 
such thing—at least I am very glad 
indeed that our State Veterinarian 
does not. While their intentions have 
undoubtedly been of the best in the 
world, still there is another place, not 
of the world, or in this country at 
least, that is paved they say with just 
such good intentions; and in this in- 

















stance the authorities seem to have 
been carried away by over enthusi- 
asm for slaughter and blood—some- 
thing I sincerely hope we shall never 
have occasion to witness again in the 
future. 
At Auray Farms we some time ago 
voluntarily quarantined ourselves— 
our herd is entirely free from any di- 
sease whatever and we wish to keep 
it so. We are breeders and do not 
deal and have not had an outside ani- 
mal enter our barns in several years. 
No strangers or visitors are at pres- 
—ent permitted entrance for any busi- 
ness whatever, and signs to this effect 
are prominently displayed. We be- 
lieve that “an ounce of prevention” 
etc. We also believe largely in car- 
bolic and formaldehyde, and use con- 
siderable quantities of these invalu- 
able aids to dairy health and pros- 
perity. Meantime we hopefully trust 
that the epidemic has about run its 
course as far as the spread is con- 
cerned, and that the Federal authori- 
ties will shortly raise the embargo 
and allow us to resume business.

Prints From Artist’s Sketches vs. 


Actual Photograph. 


It seems to me that breeders are 
making a mistake when they publish 
artist’s sketches of their animals when 
actual photographs would be better. 
In the recent Dollar Sale a number of 
the pictures taken were retouched. 
Most of the breeders were aware of 
the fact that many of the daughters 
of Pontiac Korndyke were sloping on 
the rump. Every picture shown had 
been retouched so that the animals ap- 
peared ideal in dairy conformation. 

Many wonderful producers have 
sloping rumps. The retouched picture 
of The King of the Pontiacs which has 
been published has never shown him 
as good as he really is. A good many 
of the readers of the World will re- 
member him in photograph form with 
Ralph Stevens’ young son. holding him 
with a staff. This photograph shows 
him more as he really is. 

I could cite other concrete examples 
where breeders are making the mis- 
take of using retouched prints or ar- 
tist’s sketches. In some cases the 
animals are represented better than 
they really are while in other cases 
the print is not as good after it has 
been tampered with, for artists that 
do the work are not real cow men and 
they do not make their prints or 
Sketches true to nature. I know from 
experience how hard it is to get a 
‘good picture of an animal. With some 
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I have worked for an hour and then 
not obtained a good picture. With 
others I have gotten it with the first 
snap of the shutter. 

Breeders, if you want a print pub- 
lished of one of your animals, perse- 
vere in your efforts until you get a 
good photograph. Don’t have a poor 
print retouched. Most of the lantern 
slides that I have of some of the best 
animals of the breed were made from 
actual photographs and it is a pleas- 
ure to exhibit them to an audience 
with the feeling that you are showing 
actual photo prints which are next 
best to seeing and handling the ani- 
mals themselves. 

This is written not as a criticism of 
any breeders but with the welfare of 
the breed at heart. Let us not have 
prints of our animals retouched. The 
actual photo prints are better.

We are claiming the Michigan state 
record for junior four-year-old with our 
heifer Aberdeen Shadeland Concordia 
161370, aged 4 yr. 34 da., who has just 
finished making 31.76 lb. of butter 
from 607 lb. of milk in 7 days, average 
per cent fat 4.1 and 127.73 butter from 
2478.8 lb. milk in 30 days—4.1 per cent. 

We have just sold her bull calf to C. 
C. Fries & Son of Richland Center, 
Wis,. and advised them that the dam 
of this calf’ was Michigan’s best jr. 4- 
yr-old and if we are mistaken we 
would like to know it. 

The jr. 2-yr-old record of Northern 
Fobes Denver of 22.47 lb. has also 
been Michigan’s state record but last 
week our heifer, Grant Korndyke De 
Kol (201071), aged 2 yr., 1 mo. 25 days, 
finished making 22.87 lb. of butter, thus 
winning the State record for jr. 2-yr- 
olds. This heifer is sired by Crown 
Pontiac Korndyke, son of Pontiac But- 
ter Boy, who was also sire of the dam 
of Northern Fobes Denver, while on 
the dam’s side Grant Korndyke De Kol 
is a sister to our cow Flossy Grant of 
Pleasant View, 32.95 lb. from 713 Ib. of 
milk; her full sister, Grant Sunlight 
De Kol, 29.54 lb. from 667 Ib. milk at 
4 yr., 5 mo., and Iona Mutual Friend, 
21 Ib. as a 3-yr-old and just starting an- 
other test as a sr. 4-yr-old. é 

Another daughter of Crown Pontiac 
Korndyke, Houwtje Korndyke De Kol, 
aged 1 yr., 11 mo. makes 21.36 Ib. An- 
other, Lady Gerda Netherland Korn- 
dyke, 2 yr 1 mo 9 days, makes 19.25 
lb. from 476 Ib. of milk (State record

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A QUESTION OF MONEY. 

Under the recent urgent deficiency 
act which was signed by the President 
on January 25, $2,500,000 is now avail- 
able for the eradication of the foot- 
and-mouth disease. Up to January l, 
1915, the outbreak had cost the Fed- 
eral Government a total of $2,129,138.- 
04. Of this sum $1,840,328.99 repre- 
sents the Federal Government’s share 
of the expense of slaughtering affected 
herds and reimbursing the owners for 
their loss, of which: the Government 
pays half and the individual States 
the remainder. The figures show that 
exclusive of the work in January 101,- 
176 animals have been slaughtered. 
Of these 46,268 were cattle, 47,735 
swine, and the remainder sheep and 
goats.” 

The above information is received 
from the Office of Information of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. We 
are very pleased to note that the Wash- 
ington authorities have a sufficiently 
acute realization of their responsibili- 
iy in the course they are pursuing in 
handling the Foot-and-Mouth Disease 
problem to make such early provision 
for partially reimbursing the farmers 
whose livestock has been so summar- 
ily disposed of, for governmental ap- 
propriations are proverbially slow in 
realization. But. now what of the state 
legislatures whose duty it is to provide 
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for the other half of this reimburse- 
ment? Are they going to let the mat- 
ter drag along in the same way that 
many of them are handling the tuber- 
culosis problem? When arbitrary rul- 
ings deprive a citizen of his live stock, 
often his chief source of livelihood, 
there can be no question of the respon- 
sibility of the authorities concerned 
to make good a reasonable part of the 
losses without undue delay—with em- 
phasis on the last phrase. 

It seems to be the case that if funds 
are low, it is always the farmer who 
has to wait. It might help in the pres- 
ent instance if the legislators were 
reminded that election time will mean 
a day of reckoning, although we sin- 
cerely hope this matter will all be 
taken care of before that date.

Success in the Holstein business is

Being in entire sympathy 
with the plan, we are of course glad 
to furnish Mr. Williams with as many 
reprints of this article as he will need 
for distribution among the farmer-pa- 
trons of his bank. 

It is to the interest of all concerned, 
not only the farmer and the banker, 
but the established breeder and the 
country as a whole, that no available 
means shall be spared that will work 
for the up-building and extension of the 
greatest breed of dairy cattle. 





Our latest commu. 
Present Status of nication from the 
Foot and Mouth U. S. Department of 
Disease Agriculture on this 

subject is dated Feb. 
1. It shows that the disease now exists 
in seventeen states, the infected or 
suspected portions of which are now 
under quarantine in some of the three 
forms, viz., closed, exposed and modi- 
fied. 

Illinois seems to be having the most 
severe ordeal of any, with sixty-four 
counties quarantined and thirty-eight 
free. In fact the Department advises 
that 40 per cent of all the cases in 
this outbreak are in that state. 

Indiana still has twenty counties un- 
der quarantine: Michigan, where the 
epidemic started, twenty-three; New 
York, twenty-one; Ohio, forty-four; 
Pennsylvania, twenty-seven; Wiscon- 
sin, nine, and parts of four others. 

New cases are now very rare, and 
officials are expressing the hope that 
the restrictions can soon be limited to 
a much smaller area. 


In this issue of the World we pub- 
lish another article from the gifted 
pen of Mr. Irving M. Avery, Manager 
of Auray Farms, Sparta, N. J. The 
topic is a timely one, dealing with 
the different phases of the Foot and 
Mouth Disease problem. Mr. Avery 
takes the position that the wholesale 
slaughter of every animal that is sus- 
pected of having been exposed to the 
disease is ‘wasteful, wanton and un- 
warranted.” He compares the disease 
with the hog cholera epidemics which 
we have had in the past, and for which 
an effective serum has been discov- 
ered. Mr. Avery’s recommendations 
are sane and reasonable, and show a 
careful consideration of the subject.

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RIGIN: The cattle. known in 

America under the general name 
of Holstein, belonged to the Short- 
horned race of cattle, native to the 
low lying lands of Europe bordering 
on the North Sea. They are not, as 
the name would indicate, natives of 
the Duchy of Holstein, which is a 
province in Northwestern Germany. 
The name Holstein-Friesian, which is 
the term under which the breed is 
officially known, results from the 
union of the Holstein Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation and the Dutch Friesian Associ- 
ation about the year 1885.

a great consumer of forage and is one 
of the most economical producers 
when it comes to changing the cheap- 
er forage into the more expensive 
milk and milk solids. In Holland the 
grass is brought to the cow and there 
is no occasion for her to roam over 
much territory in search of it. 
Importation and Distribution: The 
first cattle of this breed were import- 
ed about the year 1800. These were 
not kept pure and the blood was des- 
seminated among much of the other 
stock.

The ancestor of this breed in Eu- 
rope was the Giant White Ox, and his- 
torical references show that this breed 
has been bred in that locality for two 
thousand years, Caesar in his “Com- 
mentaries” makes note of the large 
white cattle found in that district. As 
early as the ninth century Holland 
was known for its butter and cheese, 
and the quantity and quality of these 
products have been maintained down 
to the present time. The breed reaches 
its highest development in the Pro- 
vince of Friesland, in North Holland, 
and from this stock have descended 
many of the minor dairy breeds in 
Belgium and Germany. 

The conditions in Holland are such 
that the breed has ample opportunity 
to reach its maximum as regards size 
and production. The Holstein cow is 


an importation by W. W. Chenery of 
Massachusetts. In 1867 there was an 
importation by Garrett Miller of Peter- 
boro, N. Y. About 10,000 were im-

East from 1875 to 1885. Since 1903 
the importations have been practically 
stopped on account of the prevalence 
of foot and mouth disease on the 
continent. 

Characteristics: The Holsteins are 
the largest of the dairy breeds. Ac- 
cording to Geo. W. Sisson of Potsdam, 
New York, Dairy Stock Judge at the 
1914 Interstate Fair, the present ten- 
dency of the breeders is to raise an 
animal weighing from 1400 to 1500 
pounds. The bulls weigh from 1800 to 
2200.

beef form. One of the good points 
about the Holstein cow at the present 
time is that when she has finished her 
work producing milk she can be con- 
verted into quite a profitable beef 
animal. This quality of the Holstein 
may be given much more attention in 
the future. The extreme dairy type 
of Holstein has seen its day and breed- 
ers are slowly changing the type to a 
larger, more vigorous and robust ani- 
mal, 

Dairy Characteristics: The average 
amount of milk produced in a good 
herd of Holsteins is about 10,000 
pounds, testing 3 per cent, or 300 
pounds of butter fat. The Holsteins 
produced more milk on the average 
and at a cheaper cost than any other 
breed; they are not, however, the 
most economical producers of butter

fat, the smaller dairy breeds excelling 
them in this particular. The milk does 
not churn as readily as that of some 
other breeds on account of the fact 
that the fat globules are small. Hol- 
stein milk makes a desirable milk for 
infant feeding, in that the solids are 
not fat, and the fat is well propor- 
tioned as a human food. The strong 
points of the breed are high milk pro- 
duction, vigor and strength of con- 
stitution, regular breeders, adaptabili- 
ty to unfavorable conditions, strong, 
healthy calves, and quiet disposition. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association 
first started a system of testing cows 
and one of the first to adopt the Bab- 
cock test. In order for an animal to

Recommendations of Official Ad- 
vanced Registry Testing Dairy 
Intructors’ Association. 


¢ 


Resolution 1. 


Whereas: 1. The work of supervis- 
ing records is undertaken primarily for 
the convenience and advantage of the 
individual breeder in order that he 
may have a workable basis for the 
selection of his breeding stock and is 
the chief reason for undertaking such 
supervision. 

2. The usefulness of this work has 
been so generally appreciated that in 
many cases it has added very largely 
to the value of individual animals that 
have made high records. Large prizes 
offered by the breed associations also 
stimulate rivalry in making large rec- 
ords. These conditions admonish 
those in charge of advanced registry 
tests in the several States to be on 
guard to protect the integrity of their 
tests. 

Therefore it is resolved by The 
Official Dairy Instructors’ Association: 

1, Any indication of fraud, 
attempted fraud, or interference in 
any way with the tester representing 
the College or Experiment Station, on 
the part of any owner, or anyone in 
his employ, will be deemed sufficient 
warrant for withdrawing the privilege 
of supervising the records of cows 
for such a person without further no- 
tice. 

2. In case the actions of any owner 
or employee make it necessary to 
withdraw the privilege of supervision 
of a herd, the person in charge of 
official testing in that State shall so 
inform the Committee on Official Test- 
ing of this Association, whose duty it 


shall be to inform those in charge of 
official testing in other States. 

38. That a copy of these Resolutions 
be sent to the person in charge of 
official testing in each State, to each 
breed association and to all breed 
and dairy papers concerned. 


Resolution 2. 


Whereas: 1. The Agricultural Col- 
leges and Experiment Stations have 
been asked by the Dairy Breed Asso- 
ciations to assume the responsibility 
of conducting and vouching for the 
accuracy of official tests of dairy 
cows. 

2. Official testing has reached a 
point where it largely determines the 
value of dairy cattle from a breeding 
standpoint, and large financial inter- 
ests are involved in its conduct, 

3. Information has been brought to 
the attention of this Committee which 
indicates that the supervision of offi- 
cial testing on the part of certain 
States has not been of such a charac- 
ter as to reflect credit on the Agricul- 
tural Colleges or Experiment Stations 
as a whole. 

4. This Association, by resolution 
adopted in November, 1913, took the 
position that the Colleges and Experi- 
ment Stations conducting official tests 
are responsible for the accuracy of the 
results, and that it is their right to 
formulate rules governing the work of 
the supervisors. 

Therefore be it 

Resolved, 1. It is the sense of this 
Association that the supervision of 
official testing on the part of the Ex- 
periment Station or College should be 
such that the reliability and accuracy 
of the tests reported will be in keep- 
ing with the professional standing of 
these institutions and merit the full 
confidence of the public. 

2. We recognize the full responsibi- 
lity and authority of the person in 
charge of official testing in each State 
to control the testing of that State. 

3. As means to reach the desired 
end we recommend: 

(a) That thoroughly well qualified 
men be placed in charge of official 
testing and test supervisors. 

(b) That the work of various super- 
visors of testing be personally in- 
spected by the person in charge of 
official testing, or his representative, 
to such extent as may be feasible 
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The man who has bull calves to sell 
And whispers his story into a well, 
Is not half so apt to collar the dollars 
As he who climbs a tree and hollers!
